MITCHELL, Ind. (UPI) — 
Samuel L. Jamieson Jr., 21, 
Granger, who vanished in a 
flooded cave Saturday while ex­ 
ploring with a companion, was 
found alive today. 
Searchers reached Jamieson 
in the cave at Spring Mil! State 
Park shortly before noon and 
reported he was in “apparently 
very good condition/’ He was 
taken to Bedford Medical Cen­ 
ter for a checkup at the request 
of Ms parents, who were at the 
scene when their son wras found. 
Jamieson wolfed down three 
candy bars and drank a quan­ 
tity of fruit juice, Ms first food 
since Saturday. 
Before they reached him, the 
rescuers heard him. calling and 
sent word out that he was 
alive. 
Jamieson was found about 400 
feet from 
the mouth of 
the 
cave. He was still in the rub­ 
ber raft on which he and a 
friend started exploring Bronson 
Cave Saturday. He had tied the 
raft to a wall protuberance.

FORT WAYNE, Ind. (UPI) — 
More than 2,000 employes of 
General Telephone Co. were 
striking the firm in the 47 Indi­ 
ana counties it serves today, 
•Iter negotiations during a 
meeting Sunday failed to pro­ 
duce agreement between Gen­ 
eral and the Communications of 
America. 
Some of the workers jumped 
the gun on the strike by not 
showing up for the first Sunday 
shift that began at midnight. 
Instead pickets appeared in La­ 
fayette, Valparaiso, Portage and 
La Porte. 
Company and union spokes­ 
men agreed, the .main outstand­ 
ing issues were wages and 'bene­ 
fits, but neither side talked in 
specific figures for the news 
media. 
The CWA members are toll 
call operators and some main­ 
tenance and repair personnel. 
Company 'Officials said super- 
victory personnel would fill in 
where posible and would urge 
the firm’s 400,000 Hoosier cus­ 
tomers to direct dial long dis­ 
tance instead of seeking opera­ 
tor assistance, except in emer­ 
gencies. They said no service 
difficulties are anticipated. 
The old contract ran out April 
14, but was extended while talks 
continued. On July 3 a proposed 
contract accepted by union offi­ 
cials was submitted, to t h e 
membership, who rejected it. 
‘Our proposal was as good as 
or better than any other offer 
made thrugh General Telephone 
subsidiaries across the nation 
tMs year,” said Terry Brow, a 
public affairs representative of 
the firm. 
There are reports though 
that the workers are comparing 
General’s offer here with pay in 
other companies.

said police had feared Jamieson 
could not survive the swift wa­ 
ter in the cave. 
Thomas said Richard Powell 
of the Indiana University Geo­ 
logical Survey told him water in 
the first passage of the cave 
probably reached the ceiling as 
runoff from the weekend’s un­ 
usually heavy rains swelled the 
stream. 
“I don’t see how he’d have 
much of a chance of being 
«Uve/ Thom,as said. “If he 
could get 1,500 feet inside the 
cave, there’s a very large 
room, but the raft won’t get to 
that room. One-hundred-fifty 
feet inside the cave there’s 
some fallen rock, and so forth, 
and it’s rafter small.” 
Most erf Sunday, the search 
and rescue team had to just 
wait in hopes the water would 
subside. 
“If it’s possible to go in, we 
will,” Thomas said. “If not, we 
can’t risk somebody else’s life 
to go in. The water is very 
swift. We had our divers on 
ropes yesterday and it was all 
they could do to keep upright.” 
Jamieson and W i l l i a m 
Grooms. 11, Granger, had plan­ 
ned to hike through the cave, 
but decided on the rubber raft 
when they found the water too 
high. 
Grooms nearly went along 
with Jamieson, but at the last 
minute, climbed onto a rock 
ledge at the cave opening, just 
as the stream swept Jamieson 
caveward. 
Authorities were watching the 
place where Jamieson went in 
and also two caves where the 
stream exits. 
Jamieson had only fte raft, 
wading boots and a flashlight 
as equipment, Thomas said.

Rickenbacker 
Expires In 
Switzerland 
ZURICH (UPI) — Aviation 
pioneer Capt. Eddie Ricken- 
backer, whose World War I 
squadron 'battled the 
Red 
Baron’s Flying Circus, died of 
heart failure at the Neumuen- 
ster hospital early today, his 
attending physician, Dr. Walter 
Steffen said. 
Rickenbacker was 82. 
Steffen 
said Rickenbacker 
was admitted to the hospital on 
July 15 and treated for a heart 
condition. 
The doctor said Rickenbacker 
would be cremated in Zurich 
Tuesday and Ms ashes flown to 
Columbus, GMo. 
Hospital officials said the 
cremation ceremony would be 
private. 
Rickenbacker was admitted 
to the hospital on July 5 after 
arriving in Zurich, with, his wife 
four days earlier. 
Rickenbacker was hospital­ 
ized in Miami, Fla.,for nearly a 
month earlier this year, but 
had improved enough to be 
allowed to make fte trip to 
Switzerland. 
OfficiaLs of Eastern Airlines 
in Miami said services for 
Rickenbacker would be held in 
Columbus, OMo, but no specific 
arrangements had yet been 
made. 
Edward 
V. 
Rickenbacker, 
who died in Switzerland early 
today, owned the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway for 17 years 
from the late 1920’« to the mid- 
1940s. 
Rickenbacker, known famili­ 
arly as “C a p ta in Eddie,” 
bought the speedway In 1928 
when Indianapolis already was 
famous for the annual 500-mile 
Memorial Day race and operat­ 
ed it until after World War II. 
He sold, it to millionaire An­ 
ton Hulmán Jr. of Terre Haute, 
Ind., in 1945, and the holiday 
race was resumed the follow­ 
ing year. 
At the time of the sale, the 
speedway’s 500-miler was the 
country’s b i g g e s t sporting 
event. 
Rickenbacker converted his 
skill as a mechanic and his 
love for speed into a career as 
an early racing driver before he 
led the famed “Hat in the 
Ring” American fighter squad­ 
ron in World War I. 
He flew a cloth-covered bi­ 
plane as America’s World War 
I “ace of aces" in the early 
stages of aviation, and years 
later served as president, and 
board chairman of Eastern Air 
Lines from 1948 to 1963 when 
he retired at 73. 
Rickenbacker was born Oct. 
8, 1890, in Columbus, Ohio. He 
quit school at 12 when his fath­ 
er died, and. 'worked at odd 
jobs, usually around the devel­ 
oping automobile, to help sup­ 
port his mother and four young­ 
er brothers and sisters. He took 
correspondence courses 
and 
soon was designing engines for 
a Columbus car maker and win­ 
ning fame as a racer.

Shower and thunders bower 
possibilities dangled like a 
bomb over Indiana today as the 
rain-sodden state remained in a 
trough of warm moist air with 
no early prospects of getting out 
very soon. 
Fortunately, the chances of' 
more precipitation were only 20 
per cent today and tonight, but 
the possibility rose to 40 to 50 
Tuesday, and the prospect of 
showers remained in the weath­ 
er outlook for Wednesday and 
Thursday, too. 
From Lake Michigan to the 
Ohio River, Hoosiers were over- 
drenched — with rain and per­ 
spiration—due to one of the 
heaviest downpours of water 
Friday and Saturday in recent 
years. 
Twenty-four hour totals up to 
7 a.m. Saturday ranged as high 
as 6.80 inches at Bowluig Green 
in Clay County and 5.92 inches 
at Terre Haute. Flash flooding 
caused heavy damage at scat­ 
tered points. 
But the rain tapered off in 
many areas Saturday and in 
most areas Sunday, revising 
flood stage forecasts for the 
White Ri\ er. Late Sunday pre­ 
dictions were for river stages 2 
to 5 feet above flood level at 
Spencer, Elliston, Edwardsport 
and Hazelton. That would flood 
many acres of bottomland 
along the White. 
Very heavy thunder storms de­ 
veloped early this morning in 
Southern Illinois and extreme 
Southwestern Indiana but ap­ 
parently dissipated as they 
moved northeastward.

region known as the Sahel are

are starving. 
The Sahel, a belt of sim­ 
panelled land stretching 2,500 
miles just below the Sahara, 
was once dotted with scrub 
.grass, 
Eucalyptus 
and

trees. Six years of too little rain 
have killed off the vegetation 
and much of the livestock it 
fed. This year, there has been 
almost no rain at all in the 
region.

Thomas Lakin sold land in Section 
Four to Adam Lakin who was the father 
of Mary Elizabeth. When he moved from 
Rush County he sold the land here to his 
step-brother, James, and wife, Kate. 
Mary Elizabeth and T. C. Steele were 
married in their home. The land is now 
owned by Dr. Buhler, I believe. At one 
time the Lakin’s sold 13 acres of their 
land for use of the County Home, which 
still owns this land.

Average Life 
Expectancy In 
U.S. Increases 


By CRAIG A. PALMER 


WASHINGTON (U P!) — Av­ 
erage life expectancy of Ameri­ 
cans increased to an all-time 
high last year but deaths due to 
the biggest killer—heart disease 
—also went up. 
The 
National 
Center 
for 
Health Statistics said in 
an 
annual report today the aver­ 
age life expectancy of Ameri­ 
cans advanced in 1972 to 71.2 
years. No male-fern ale break­ 
down was provided. 
This compared to 71.1 years 
in 1971 and 69.9 years in 1963. 
However, 
the 
incidence 
of 
fatal heart disease went up 0.8 
per cent last year, «limbing 
from 358.4 per 100,000 persons 
in 1971 to 361.3 in 1972, the 
report 
said. Heart 
disease 
deaths numbered 741,010 in 1971 
and 752.450 in 1972. 
The agency said there were 
more 
deaths due 
'to 
heart 
disease in the age groups 15-24, 
45 54, and 75-84. 
Cancer remained the second 
biggest killer with 166.6 deaths 
per 100,000 population. 
The 
other leaders 
were 
cerebral 
vascular 
disease 
100.9; accidents, 54.6; influenza 
and pneumonia, 29.4; diabetes, 
11.8; 
infant 
mortality, 
16.4; 
arterioscelerosis, 15.8; cirrhosis 
of the liver, 15.4; and bron­ 
chitis, emphysema and asthma, 
13.8. 
The death rate for motor 
vehicle accidents jumped 6.7 
per cent over the previous year 
after having declined slightly 
from 
1970 
to 
1971. 
Infant 
mortality rates declined to the 
lowest 
level 
ever, 
but 
the 
United 
States 
ranked 
13th 
internationally in the m easure­ 
ment of infant deaths. 
The death rate for pneumonia 
was up 1.9 per cent over 1971. 
Abortion, deaths remained at 
a 
low 
of 
0.1 
per 
100,000 
population, although the actual 
number increased from 120 in 
1971 to 140 last year. Homicide 
and 
suicide 
rates 
both 
in­ 
creased. 
By months;, the highest death 
rates were recorded in January 
and February. The lowest were 
in the sum m er and early fall.

newspaper.

Watt was night editor of 
the Indianapolis bureau when he 
went to work for .government

When two or three express a 
need for a conference, Watt sets 
one up. He said: “ I am not 
one who would suggest that we 
drag all of the reporters in and

Ones that 
I have talked to who have gone 
the route of regularly scheduled 
conferences find it usually ends 
up badly for both sides. Finding 
there is nothing to justify that 
particular conference, reporters 
tend to become hostile and prod 
for something that will give 
them a decent story.

even, higher a. few weeks ago 
when, he said the worsening 
global energy crisis conceivably 
could lead to' military seizure of 
Midlle East oil resources by 
western nations if Arab rulers 
continue escalation of royalties 
and taxes. 
President Sadat of Egypt is

trying 
to 
persuade King Feisal of Saudi 
Arabia, the west’s best Arab 
friend, to threaten to withhold 
petroleum from 
the western 
nations unless the United States 
abandons political support of 
Israel. 


Hot Political Issue 
European motorists are feel­ 
ing the energy crisis worse 
than Americans. The Arab oil 
supplies Europe first.

Found In House 
Of Horrors 


MIAMI (UPI) — It was 1 
typical middle class neighbor­ 
hood 
with 
laughing children, 
barking, dogs and stereo music 
drifting out of open window* 
into tlie tropical air—except for 
the house of horrors that Albert. 
Brust built. 
Inside his modest blue and 
white 
bungalow, 
Brust 
con­ 
structed an elaborate chamber 
for sexual torture and perver­ 
sion, 
lining 
the 
walls 
with 
pornographic 
pictures. 
Police 
say he entertained people with 
similar tastes. 
But 
his 
neighbors 
knew 
nothing 
of 
this. 
They 
knew 
Brust 
only 
as 
a 
“chronic 
com plainer” who had fussed at 
them about the loud music, the 
playing children, the barking 
dogs. 
“I told him he moved to the 
wrong neighborhood,” said Jim 
Potter, his next door neighbor. 
“We all have dogs and .kids.” 
Brust’s private life was bared 
Saturday 
when 
police 
found 
him dead, apparently of strych­ 
nine poisoning, on a green and 
white lawn chair outside his 
'back, door. When they entered, 
the 
house, 
they 
found 
the 
dismembered body of a teen­ 
age boy encased in cement in a 
shower stall. 
Police say Brust, a 44-year- 
old Miami building inspector, 
apparently killed himself after 
murdering the boy and subject­ 
ing his female companion to 22 
hours 
of 
sexual 
abuse 
and 
torture while she w'as shackled 
in a bedroom that had been 
converted to a torture chamber. 


BUTTER AND SWEET CORN 
Several years ago, 1 wrote a 
summer column on how to cook 
fresh corn out of doors. It, was 
so popular I’m repeating some 
of it today. And just thinking 
about 
it 
makes 
my 
mouth 
water. 
It is surprising how many 
men do not know how to cook 
corn over an open fire, or 
charcoal. So many are expert 
in 
charcoal 
broiling 
steaks, 
ham burgers, hot dogs — even 
chicken. 
Probably 
this 
is 
because their wives are quite 
expert at boiling corn in the 
kitchen. 
But as glorious as corn is — 
by any cooking means — my 
favorite is corn cooked over 
charcoal, or when the fire has 
died down, to embers, So men, 
here’s how it’s done: 


Strip The Husks 
Strip, the husks to the end of 
each eat but don’t tear them 
off. Get rid of the silk and soak 
the ears in cold salted water 
for a half hour. Then drain the 
ears 
and 
brush 
them 
with 
melted butter and sprinkle with, 
salt and pepper. After pulling 
the husks up around the corn 
again, wrap .each ear in foil 
and twist each end tightly to 
a close. 
You should turn each ear 
frequently and they should be 
done to your taste in about 25 
minutes. 
What a delicacy. And you can 
add more butter if you wish. 
Speaking' of butter, it has a 
glamorous and ancient history. 
Butter 
probably 
was 
first 
d i s c o v e r e d by prehistoric 
herdsmen. When they poured 
milk or cream into animal-skin 
bags 
and 
hung 
them 
over 
horses, or camels, or other 
domestic animals, the stride of 
the animals agitated the milk 
in the bags until butter was 
formed. 
It is believed this first hap­ 
pened by accident but that once 
tasted, butter was thereafter 
made on purpose. 
There are many references in 
the 
Bible 
to butter. 
Hindus 
recorded 
their 
fondness 
for 
butter more than 3,500 years 
ago. 


Rich In Vita m In A 
Butter is a rich source of 
vitamin A. 
It also contains 
vitamin D, vitamin E, calcium, 


p h o s p h o r u, s , sodium and 
potassium. The energy value of 
butter 
is 
33 
calories 
per 
t e a s p o o n , 
the 
same 
as 
margarine, but less than that 
of cooking and salad oils. 


In, 
the 
U.S., 
virtually 
all 
commercially prepared butter is 
made from pasteurized sweet 
cream. The cream from, more 
than 10 quarts of milk is needed 
to make one pound of butter. 
Modern cylindrical or barrel 
chums are capable of producing 
as many as 5,000 pounds of 
butter per chum per hour. 


Federal standards employ a 
numerical score that is based 
on butter’s texture, flavor, and 
o t h e r 
characteristics. 
U.S. 
Grade AA, the grade generally 
available in most stores, has 
a scqre of 93. Grade A butter 
has a score of 92, indicating 
a slightly lower quality. Grade 
B scores 90. Grade C is 89 and 
is used for commercial purposes 
only.
